THE CITY CONVENTION. 
HEATH THE WINNER. 

The Republican City Convention met yesterday 
morning in McCormick Hail. Nobody gazing on 
the assembly could have failed to contrast it with 
the crowd that filled the North Side Turner-Hall 
last Saturday, to the infinite disadvantage of the 
latter. 

The Convention was called to order at 10:30 
o'clock, half-an-hour earlier than anybody sup- 
posed it would be, by Col. Abner L. Taylor. 

Ex-Ald. Arthur Dixon was nominated for tem- 
porary Chairman, and elected in short order. 

For temporary Secretary there were several nom- 
inations,—Col. John H. Roberts, Mr. McGennis. 
and Mr. Sam Collyer. On putting the nominations 
the result, as far as concerned Roberts and Me- 
Gennis, was exceedingly doubtful. and each can- 
didate insisted that be had been elected. McGen- 
nis particularly had a good deal of insisting to do, 
and was finally, amidst considerable disorder, de- 
clared elected. 

CREDENTIALS. 

Mr. Charles Wilson moved to appoint a commit- 
tee of five on credentials. 

Somebody moved, and insisted on his motion, 
that the Committee be made to consiet of one from 
each ward. 

Another delegate backed him up with the asser- 
tion that it had always been customary for each 
ward to be represented in the Committee on Cre- 
dentials. 

If the temporary Chairman had any one fault 
more glaring than another it was his absurd idea 
of endeavoring to quiet the Convention by making 
as much Boise himself as possibie. The result was 
even a worse Babel then before. Finally the “hair- 
main became worn oat through sheer crhaustion 
with pounding a very small and weak table with a 
very effective looking mace,and comparative quiet 
ensued for a few minutes. 

The Chairman then put the motion on the ap- 
pointment of one from each ward as the Committee 
on Credentials. The motion was carried, and the 
Chairman announced the following Committee: 
First Ward, L. L. Coburn; Second, C. L. Wilson; 
Third, Franklin MacVeach: Fourth, 8. J. Suther- 
land: Fifth, L. Grant; Sixth, R. N. Hutchinson; 
Seventh, G. W. Gardner; Ninth, E. F. Gale: 
Tenth, G. E. White; Eleventh, A. B. Throop; 
Twelfth, J. L. Campbell: Thirteenth, C. J. 
Folz; Fourteenth, John Oleson; Fifteenth, John 
Foltz; Sixteenth, P. O. Reifencider; Eighteenth, 
Hi. H. Thomas. 

But all was not peace and harmony during the 
announcement of the foregoing names. The Chair- 
man had proceeded as far as the Fifth Ward when 
he stopped, hemmed and hawed, looked biank in 
the face, fumbled in his pocket and drew therefrom 
a printed slip, from which he read the name of R. 
N. Hutchinson from the ward in question. 

There were cries of Put- up job!” all over the 
hall, and the Cnairman in vain endeavored to ob- 
tain quiet. Motions to reconsider the ac- 
tion, by which it was left to the 
Chairman to appoint the Committee, were 
made, seconded, and insisted upon, but above the 
storm the only thing about which there was any 
decision or any certainty, was the merciless pound- 
ing of that poor table by the wicked-looking mace 
inthe hands of the Chairman. Several tried to 
gain the floor, bat all failed fora While to make 
themselves heard, until at last ex-Ald. Gill, with 
the voice of a Stentor, saluted the Chairman as fol- 
lows: 

Do rou mean to stand there and run this Con- 
vention all by yourself?” 

To this the Chairman returned a negative anewer, 
but owing to the noise and confusion, and from 
something in the nature of his answer, it did not 
meet with general satisfaction, and the noise was 
only redoubled. Peopie rose in their seats and 
excitedly denounced the Chairman, who adhered 
to his action in naming the Committee, and forth- 
with proceeded to execute his wrath upon the 
aforesaid innocent table. Above the din arosc the 
voice of cx-Ald. Campbell, as one crying in the 
wilderness: ‘‘I would like to ask the centleman if 
he means to come here and bulldoze the Con- 
vention? 

The Chairman deprecated any such intention. 
And there was more noise. 

A delegate from the Fourth Ward made himself 
conspicuous by mounting a chair and yelling him- 
self rse in denouncing the Chairman. 

Ex-Ald. Gill—l insist that the Chairman keep 
order. You can't talk me down, and you can't put 
us down with that ciu!. 

Mr. L. L. Coburn, mild-mannered as usual, 
came to the front and appealed for attention. He 
asked the delegates to reflect a moment.

It finally be- 
came somewhat calmed down, and there was a 
chance to get to work again.

The Republicans of the South Division 
yesterday made a most excellent nomination 
for Town Supervisor in selecting Mr. E. G. 
Mason, of the well-known law firm of Mason 
& Mrroczs. Ronzar Loox held the office 
during the past year, and added greatly to 
its dignity and importance in the way he ex- 
ercised its functions for the protection of 
the taxpayers. He fought the bummers with 
a skill and pertinacity that showed he was 
a chip of the old block.” Not one cent 
for tribute, but millions for defense, was the 
principle he went on. Mr. Lixcotn made 
more reputation and won more encomiums 
in his year’s fight with the tax-eaters and 
ballot-box stuffers than did the whole Cook 
County delegation in Congress. The decent 
class of people want another first-class man 
to superintend town matters and stand be- 
tween them and the ravenous beasts who 
seek to devour their substances, and Mr. 
Mason is just the man to take Liycoin’s 
place. Let there be no relaxation of resist- 
ance to bummerdom. 


Failing in their attempts to raise a hue and 
cry on account of the prudence and modera- 
tion shown by the President in making haste 
slowly in the treatment of the Southern 
question, the Implacables are busily engaged 
in circulating rumors of dissensions in the 
Cabinet. They have had it that Secretary 
Scuurz would exchange his portfolio for the 
Berlin mission; that Postmaster-General 
Key was about to resign; and that Secretary 
McCrary and Attorney-General Dezvzns 
were intending to trade places. In- 
quiry among the Cabinet officers named 
establishes the utter falsity of these reports. 
Mr. Scnonz is suited with the Interior De- 
partment, and has no intention whatever of 
leaving the Cabinet; the same is true of 
Gen. Kr, who is beginning to feel thor- 
oughly at home among his Republican 
coadjutors; while neither Mr. McCrary nor 
Judge Devens have any idea of swapping 
Departments. The utmost harmony and 
good will prevails throughout the Admin- 
istration. 


Secretary Sazrman has issued his ukase 
giving the officers and clerks in the War De- 
partment, and others who would be such 
officers and clerks, to understand what are the 
rules by which positions under his adminis- 
tration are to be hedged about and guarded. 
The Secretary leaves it to be understood, 
firstly, that no greater number of persons 
will be employed than is warranted by the 
actual demands of the service. Secondly, 
that those employed can expect no better pay 
than is allowed in the ordinary walks of life. 
Thirdly, the heads of bureaus must keep a 
vigilant eye upon their subordinates, 
and report from time to time as to the needs 
and efficiency of their various charges. 
Fourthly, as regards the matter of extra 
clerk-hire, such extra force must be meas- 
ured strictly by the necessities of the case, 
and the tenure of such appointments must 
be denominated in the contract. These rules, 
properly enforced, must improve the charac- 
ter of the public: service, and cannot fail to 
stop many a leak in the National Treasury. 


Now that the Republicans have renomi- 
nated Mayor Harn, with a list of Aldermen 
who, with possibly one or two exceptions, 
promise a strict adherence to the policy of 
decency and retrenchment so conscientiously 
carried out under his Administration, the is- 
sue of the city election, which occurs one 
week from to-day, is fairly before the people. 
It is precisely the same that it was when 
Mayor Harn was elected a year ago as the 
representative of the taxpayers. The bum- 
mers, and tax-eaters, and criminal classes 
have organized another struggle for the 
offices, and have gained possession of the 
Democratic party-name and trade-mark under 
which to reach out for the spoils. They 
openly avow the purpose of returning to the 
policy of the Coivin regime in which other 
people’s money shall be freely spent and pat- 
ronage generously distributed. The nomina- 
tion of Mayor Harn, on the other hand, is 
in itself a pledge that his re-election will con- 
tinue the good work of retrenchment and re- 
form and the restoration of the city's credit. 
Every taxpayer in Chicago, without regard 
to party, should keep this in mind as the 
vital issue of the election. 


The following is the text of the Municipal 
bill which passed the Legislature last week 
with the emergency clause, was signed by 
the Governor, and is now a law of the 
State : 

Suction 1. Be it enacted, etc., That Sec. 2 of 
Art. 4of an act of the General Assembly of the 
State of Ulinois entitled Au sct to provide for 
the incorporation of cities and villages, approved 
April 10, 1872, in force July 1, 1872. be and the 
same is hereby amended so that it shall read as 
follows: 

2. At the general election held in 1877, and 
bienially thereafter, a Mayor, a City Clerk, a City 
Attorney, and a City Treasurer shall be elected in 
each city, provided that no person shall be elected 
to the office of City Treasurer for two terms in 
succession 


This law is as operative now as it will be 
two years or ten years hence if still on the 
statute-books, and we cannot avoid the con- 
clusion that it renders Mr. CLN Bricos 
ineligible for re-election to the office of City 
Treasurer. It is apparent that the emer- 
gency clause was introduced for the express 
purpose of making the law applicable to the 
charter elections this spring. There is 
nothing in the Constitution which pre- 
vents the Legislature from making 
present incumbents ineligible for future 
tenure of the same office. Had 
Mr. Bricas been re-elected before the pas- 
sage of the law, orif tae law did not go into 
effect until next July, he would be eligible to 
a second term; as it is, he has had one term, 
and a law of the State explicitly and posi- 
tively forbids his serving a second term. 
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| Even if he should receive a majority of the 
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If elected and found not to be eligible, the 
fact will necessitate a new and special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy. But the same rea- 


election ought to induce the people of Chi- 
cago to defeat Mr. Bricas at the polls. It 
is an office which no man should hold a sec- 
ond time until he shall have turned over the 
fund to a successor. Experience has taught 
that this is the only way in which public 
moneys can be surely counted. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE IMPLACABLES. 

The Implacables are loud in their denunci- 
ation of the President. Just at this time 
there are two forces actively at work to de- 
stroy all efforts on the part of the President 
to carry out his policy with regard to Lousi- 
ana and South Carolina. This policy is not 
one newly announced by the President. The 
President, as early as last July, announced to 
Republicans and Democrats alike the course 
he should adopt towards all the disturbed 
States, and in his inaugural address he re- 
peated his declarations. After the election, 
his more intimate personal friends—those 
who knew the man’s character, and had 
no question that he would fearlessly carry 
out whatever policy he had maturely con- 
sidered and approved—did not hesitate to 
pledge their convictions, even without any 
knowledge on his part, that he would un- 
flinchingly perform whatever he had prom- 
ised the people he would do. It 
is now alleged that some of his 
friends, acting on the integrity of purpose 
and knowledge of his courage, went so far 
as to give assurancé-in writing that the senti- 
ments of his letter of acceptance would be 
adhered to by him, promptly and energetically. 
The Republican party which supported him, 
and the Democratic party which opposed 
him, were both fully advised, ever since last 
July, of the President’s intentions to change 
the course of the Government towards the 
Southern States. 

This change of the Governmental policy— 
the abandonment of the military for purely 


civil State Governments—is opposed by two 


distinct irreconcilable and opposing factions. 
The Democratic Implacables see in the paci- 
fication of the South the destruction of the 
„Solid South as a factor in Democratic 
politics, the abolition of the color-line, and 
the dismemberment of that party, and the 
reorganization of politics in the Southern 
States. These people do not want the South 
restored to peace. They want the South to 
be ruled by bayonets, in order to use the fact 
as political capital. 

On the other hand, there is a fraction of 
Republicans who insist that both South 
Carolina and Louisiana can be preserved as 
Republican States, represented more or less 
by Republicans in one or both Houses of 
Congress and in the Electoral College, if the 
President will only maintain Republican State 
Governments in those States by military 
force. It is insisted that the colored people, 
who are mostly Republicans, are entitled to 
protection. All this is true in theory, but 
practically it has not been true. For eight 
years that policy has been followed. Gov- 
ernments have been maintained by the army 
at times in Virginia, Tennesse, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, Florida, Texas, and Louisiana. 
These State Governments were protected by 
the Federal army upon tho theory that they 
would protect the colored people, but they 
did nothing of the kind. One after another 
these military-protected Governments broke 
down, and the bloody scenes of violence 
against the blacks ceased. 

The case of Louisiana was a perplexing 
one. Warmutra and KzLLocd were pro- 
tected for eight years by United States mili- 
tary forces; but murder, cruelty, and barbar- 
ity in their most atrocious forms were con- 
tinuous against the colored people during 
this whole time. The protection furnished 
by the United States Government protected 
the carpet-bag officeholders, but the pro- 
tected carpet-bag officeholders never pro- 
tected their constituents—the colored Re- 
publicans, who continued to suffer and 
bleed. The protected carpet-baggers never 
enforced the laws; never arrested, tried, and 
punished the assailants of the colored men. 
They were simply tax-eaters, and returned 
no service of the slightest value to the per- 
secuted, harassed, and bulldozed black 
constituents. 

Eight years more of such Government will 
make Louisiana a pandemonium or a desert, 
ruled by worse than savages. Gen. Grant, 
who, as an iron-willed soldier, had no scru- 
ples against the use of troops even in civil 
affairs, confessed that the whole business in 
Louisiana had been a grievous failure, if not 
a mistake,—one for which he had been sorry, 
and which he should have discontinued and 
changed had he remained in office. 

In South Carolina the main difficulty is, 
Who is Governor? That State has preserved 
ite State Government. The courts are in 
existence, and all the machinery in opera- 
tion. There is not much to be reconciled 
there. 

In Louisiana there are two claimant Gov- 
ernors, two lists of State officers, two Legis- 
latures, two Supreme Courts, two other or- 
ganizations of courts, two bodies of local 
officers, and even two police organizations. 
There is no initial point; there are two offi- 
cers claiming every office, each claiming un- 
der a disputed title. Gen. Grant, from No- 
vember to March, refused to recognize either 
Government, and directed that the military 
should confine itself to keeping the 
peace, and should not otherwise aid either 
claimant. The Democrats claim that Presi- 
dent Hares is under an obligation to recall 

the troops, and denounce him for not doing 
so right off; on the other hand, many Re- 
publicans demand that he shall recognize 
the Packarp Government and send more 
troops and gunboats to protect it. 

The President desires to establish peace 
between the races, and he is more anxious 
to protect the half millien of harassed and 
persecuted blacks than to maintain a few 
hundred carpet-baggers in office, who have 
no power to maintain themselves therein for 
a single day. 

Inja short time the State of South Carolina 
peacefully, and with the consent and acqui- 
escence of all parties and the State Govern- 
ment, without the presence of Federal 
troops, will perform its duties with no more 
trouble than does the Government of Illi- 
nois. 

In Louisiana the case is different and 
more difficult. Nothing is agreed to; every- 
thing is contested. It is clear, however, 
that any measure to bring order out of con- 
fusion must begin, not with the Governor, 
but with the Legislature. Governors and 
State officers are declared elected by the Leg- 
islature, which is the exclusive authority in 
such case. There are two bodies claiming to 
be the Legislature. Each of these has a 
number of members whose election is con- 


ceded on all hands. The form the nucleus 
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of a lawful Legislature, and with it must be- 
gin the organization of a lawful State Gov- 
ernment. The outsiders who have been 
called in by both parties will probably be 
put out, and those really elected must or- 
ganize as the State Legislature. Once this is 
done, the Legislature can canvass the re- 
turns, declare who were elected Governor 
and State officers, and this Government, thus 
constituted, will be recognized, and will not 
need any troops to protect it. 

Now, the Democrats are charging the Pres- 
ident with falséhood, because he has not 
withdrawn the troops and given the parties 
license to begin cutting each other’s throats. 
The President does not propose to establish 
peace through the agency of a civil war 
which it would be his duty to suppress. He 
proposes to establish in Louisiana what he 
promised in his letter of acceptance,— 
honest, local self-government having the 
confidence of the people, and therefore able 
to protect the whole people, enforce the 
laws, maintain order, and give to Louisiana 
what the State has not had since the War—a 
Government able to assert its authority. This 
reorganization of a State Government out of 
the discordant elements in Louisiana cannot 
be done in a day or an hour; it requires 
method, energy, and intelligent information, 
obtained by men who desire to promote 
peace in preference to party advantage. The 
President will not hesitate to carry out his 
programme, nor will he delay in so doing; 
and long before Congress meets there will be 
a State Government in Louisiana as peace- 
fully inaugurated and as firmly established 
as the Government in any other State of the 
Union. 


THE CITY TICKET—A REVIEW. 

The importance of this election may be 
best illustrated by going back a few years. 
Corvin and his gang had been in power two 
years, and their tenure of office wa’ extend- 
ed by the fraudulent adoption of a new 
charter. During their term the city expenses 
were increased to such extent that their last 
appropriations for nine months were at the 
rate of over six and a half millions of dollars 
a year; the taxes were uncollected, though 
all the departments were swarming with idle 
barnacles ; the gamblers, thieves, and confi- 
dence men had the run of the city; money 
had been borrowed in reckless amounts with- 
out authority of law, and the city’s credit 
was such that not a dollar more could be 
raised on any terms. At this point of fiscal 
collapse there was a popular revolt. 
The decent citizens and taxpayers rose 
by common consent, and elected Mr. Tnouas 
Horne Mayor, with a Council composed 
mostly of reputable and responsible men. 
Mr. Horne accepted the trust and entered 
upon the work of reform and retrenchment 
in good faith. But Corvm, who had held 
six months over his term, was not yet will- 
ing to let go, desperately contested Mr. 
Horxz's title, and succeeded in having him 
ejected from the office on a legal technical- 
ity. The people rallied again and elected 
Mr. Moxnon Hearts, a gentleman who had 
enjoyed a large experience in municipal 
affairs, and was known to the community as 
aman of character, industry, and executive 
ability. Then Cotvm, having gone to the 
end of his tether, gave up the struggle, and 
the work of reform was begun in good 
earnest by Heats and the Reform Council. 

Let us recall some of the accomplishments 
of Mr. Hrarn's Administration, with the 
efficient aid of a competent Comptroller and 
the cordial co-operation of the Council. The 
barnacles were scraped off. A crowd of men 
drawing salaries with great punctuality as 
water police, sidewalk inspectors, clerks, 
commissioners, building and health inspect- 
ors, ete., but doing the city no actual serv- 
ice, were stricken from the pay-rolls, Public 
improvements which were not actually nec- 
essary were suspended. The personnel of 
the various departments was reduced largely, 
and the salaries cat down to meet the exi- 
gencies of the crisis. The police force was 
reduced by the discharge of sixty-three men 
whose services could be dispensed with, and 
the monthly pay-roll was cut down from 
$34,600 to $25,500. The pay of the Fire 
Department two years ago was $400,000 per 
annum, and this year the entire appro- 
priation, with an increase of engines and 
strength, is $351,000. The general salary 
list of city officials has been reduced within 
the same time from $112,000 to $73,000, to 
correspond with the hard times. The ex- 
penditure for lighting the streets, which had 
become one of the most extravagant expendi- 
tures of the City Government, has been 
actually reduced $335,000 per annum, or 
more than half, notwithstanding the failure 
to agree with the West Side Company upon 
a lower rate. The gas-bills for the North 
aud South Divisions are only about one-third 
what they were, and even at the old price 
the new burners and time-table have reduced 
the West Side bills nearly one-half. At the 
same time, the collection of taxes has been 
more vigilant and successful, the water- 
rents and licenses are all collected, the float- 
ing-debt is being steadily extinguished, and 
all the money necessary for current expenses 
in anticipation of the tax-collections can be 
obtained without difficulty. There has been 
an actual saving at the rate of more than 
two millions a year. 

For all this Mayor Hearn and the present 
Common Council are entitled to the credit. 
It would be at once unfair aud unwise to make 
a change now, when the new policy is only 
just under headway, and it is positively dan- 
gerous in view of the notorious fact that the 
opponents of Mr. Hears are controlled by a 
class of people determined if possible to re-

COOK COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

When the bill providing for the election of 
County Commissioners at one time and by 
general ticket was up yesterday in the Legis- 
demanded that some one should present 
some charge against the Commissioners, and 
said that no whisper or complaint had been 
made against them. This was a very pretty 
cool assertion to make in the presence of his 
twenty-seven associates from this county in 
the Legislature. 

The whole record of the Board since 1873 
has been one of continued robbery, plunder, 
dishonesty, wastefulness, extravagance, and 
official crime. Whether the Board be con- 
sidered as a Legislature authorized to levy 
taxes and appropriate money; as a Legisla- 
ture to create offices and fix salaries; as a 
Board to provide for the sick, the poor, 
and the insane; as the custodian 
of the public Treasury; as the body 
charged. with the selection of ju- 
rors; as the auditor of bills; as the 
awarder of contracts,—in any and in all of 
these functions the record of the County 
Board is the same,—a record of shameless 
dishonesty, of gross corruption, of flagrant 
contempt of law, justice, and propriety. 
As the Board of Charities of this county, it 
has been the patron, defender, and cham- 
pion of those who have robbed the poor, 
starved and plundered the helpless insane, 
and brutally oppressed and agonized the 
sick. Even among the savages, those afflict- 
ed with insanity ure treated as under Gop's 
special care, and pass unharmed and un- 
molested; but the County Commissioners, 
less human than the savages, have year after 
year seen them robbed of their clothing and 
deprived of their food by contractors utterly 
merciless and inhuman. Under the pretext 
of furnishing food, fuel, and clothing to the 
poor, the County Commissioners have know- 
ingly consented to the robbery of the public 
by paying $2 for every $1 of supplies fur- 
nished. Not only have the sick, the poor, 
and the insane been robbed by the quantity, 
but also in the quality, of the supplies paid 
for by the public. 

Grand Jury after Grand Jury have re- 
ported to the public the scandalous and 
fraudulent abuses committed by the Board; 
but at last patience was exhausted, and a 
large number of members and ex-members 
were indicted for a conspiracy to rob the 
county. A large number of the indicted, 
including several of the present members, 
then resorted to the dodge of change of 
venue. These men, representing a con- 
stituency of 450,000 people, deliberately 
made oath that they could not have a fair 
trial because the whole people, including 
the eight Judges, we prejudiced against 
them that twelve un d jurors could not 
be found in this county. 

No further evidence of the notorious cor- 
ruption, dishonesty, and general fraud 
which govern and control this Board is 
needed than the oaths of half-a-dozen of 
its members that it was impossible to 


find in all Cook County twelve men who 


would not convict them if allowed to try 
their case. Think of a Board of Commis- 
sioners, representing and governing, levying 
taxes, and expending the money of a county 
of half a million of people, whose members 
make oath that they dare not go to trial for 
robbing the county because there is not 
enough men in the county who do not be- 
lieve them to be guilty to make up a jury. 
And these men, who thus on oath confess 
that the guilt of the Board is notorious, ask 
that they be allowed to plunder and rob that 
county for an indefinite period. These peo- 
ple levy taxes and expend the money, and 
yet the members dare not be tried for cor- 
ruption in office by a jury of their own con- 
stituents ! 

Poor, simple-minded Kranxrx never heard 
of any of this public complaint, when it has 
been notorions that there has not been an 
honest building contract let by the Board for 
several years ; and that no bnilding contract 
has been let that does not include a large 
margin to cover the expenses of getting the 
contract! The constitnents of these Com- 
missioners, without difference of party, ask 
that the whole Board be swept out of ex- 
istence. 


OAKEY HALL AND TAMMANY HALL. 

The friends of Oakey Haut have been 
fertile in conjuring up motives for his sudden 
disappearance from New York. At first it 
was supposed that he had been spirited 
away by the Sweeny-Twzzep gang, who 
feared that his revelations in the forthcoming 
demonstrations might be damaging to them. 
Then it was argued that he had been waylaid 
and murdered, but the public found no 
Oaxry Hatt, lying stiff and stark under a 
hedge, or floating with his faultless mustache 
upturned to the glimpses of the moon. 
Then came others with the story that he was 
insane ; that ever since his brief and inglori- 
ous stage career he had been a different man; 
that he had been seen wandering about, 
remote, alone, unfriended, solitary, slow;

for him to clamber up to the giddy heights of 
the new bridge and hurl himself headlong 
down into the black depths of the swift- 
flowing river, or end life’s mystery in any 
other sure and satisfactory manner. A dis- 
patch was received one day that he was 
catching trout on Long Island. The next 
day there was a rumor that he had been 
suddenly summoned to London by Mr. Jamzs 
Gorpon BNN, but J. G. B., upon in- 
quiry, denied it. He was seen by a hundred 
different people in a hundred differ. 
ent shapes and in a hundred different 
places on the same day. The guesses were 
shrewd, but all of them were wrong. It 
now appears that the coming of Swrexy 
was the signdl for the going of Hatt. The 
feminine phase of the exit amounts to nothi 
more probably than that he was fearfullof 
being lonesome on the trip. She was yot 
the primary cause. The clouds are gather- 
ing thickly. The storm so long brewing is 
ready to burst, and Oaxxx HALL, not being 
ready to breast it, rans away from it. Two 
has consented, upon condition of being re- 
leased from prison, to disgorge his plunder. 
Sweeny bas also agreed to restore all he 
can. Woopwarp and IxornsOLL have agreed 
to furnish importance evidence, which Twrzp 
will confirm with documentary evidence in 
the shape of canceled checks that will lead 
to numerous suits for the recovery of stolen 
city property.

Oaxey Hatz was paid his percentage of 
spoils, that he was largely interested in 
contracts, that he wasaware of the fraudulent 


| character of warrants before he signed them, 


and that he always demanded cash in ad- 
vance before he would sign one. After such 
an exposure as this, it does not need any 
further to discover the motive of 
Oaxzy Hauz's flight. So long as Twexp was 
litigating, and Cownoi.y, Sweeny, and oth- 
ers of the gang were in foreign parts, he 
was safe; but the return of the distinguished 
thieves compelled him to stay not upon the 
order of his going, but go at once. 

The flight of Oaxey Hatt, however, is 
but an incident in the denouement. The 
public in general will be more likely to con- 
gratulate the City of New York upon the 
culmination of the scoundrelism and cor- 
ruption of Tammany Hall Democracy than 
to concern itself about Oaxey Hat's de- 
parture. After years of procrastination, after 
the most determined litigation conducted by 
the most cunning and unscrupulous lawyers 
of New York, after keeping their plunder 
and rioting with it im foreign parts, the 
official thieves have decided it to be better to 
return what amount of plunder is left in 
order to escape the consequences of their 
rascality, and to inform upon the other hold- 
ers of the stolen property. It should now 
be considered whether the lawyers, like 
Davw Dunzzr Ft and others who de- 
fended them and kept the city from its prop- 
erty all these years, should not be compelled 
to make restitution also. When they took 
their fees from the thieves, they knew that 
every dollar paid them was stolen from the 
city. When a thief turns stolen property 
over to a third person, that person 
cannot keep it from its rightful owner. By 
the fiction of law it may seem that the 
money was honestly obtained. By the un- 
written law of morality, these legal receivers 
are as bad as the thieves, and ought to be 
made to give up their plunder also. The 
city will not get its own until such a restitu- 
tion is. made. If the Tammany Ring 


of political scoundrels could only be as 


effectually smashed as the official thieves 
have been, there might be some hope for 
the future of New York City. The ma- 
chinery of politics by which the vote of a 
whole State can be stolen is of the same 
character as that by which the gang of Ring 
scoundrels stole millions from the City 
Treasury, and ina moral point of view the 
one operation is just as criminal as the 
other, although the despair of the situation 
is that the. one operation can be punished 
and the other not. Justice has at last over- 
taken the thieves who stole the money; it 
remains to be seen whether there is suffloient 
morality and honesty left in New York to 
crush the thieves who steal the vote of the 
people of that city and State at every elec- 
tion. 


People wonder why the life-insurance com- 
panies do not make some cffort to defend them- 
selves against the attacks made upon them. 
There are two reasons for this: First, they can- 
not, for the damaging statements are gathered 
from reliable sources, and are unanswerable; 
second and worst, the system on which these 
companies do business leaves them, after they 
acquire age and large business, in a position 
to play excellently well the game Heads 
I win, tails you lose.” Through the skill 
of their originators and the ignorance 
of legislators or their knavishness, these 
corporations have been allowed to se- 
cure vast sums in excess of the cost of in- 
surance upon forfeitable policies! In the larger 
companies this deposit of overplus aggregates 
millions of dollars. It was taken on a system 
of equalizing premiums, so that, by paying for 
more than the cost of insurance at the start, 
the same premium might safely be accepted in 
later years, when the risk increased. Nearly all 
the assets of the companies are made up of this 
overplus,and in cases where the policy-holder for- 
feits what he has paid in, when he discontinues 
paying any more, it is plain that the companies 
are the gainers. It is as if a bank took deposits 
to be forfeited whenever the customer stopped 
making more deposits! To new companies, 
therefore, which have little surplus, these expo- 
sures are really damaging; the shrewd mana- 
agers of the old and fat ones rather like it. They 
are thus enabled to steal margins all the time, 
and profit as much by lack of confidence 
now as they did by overweening confidence 
some years ago. Is there no way to make these 
speculators upon the better instincts of human 
nature disgurge? Must this fund, intended to 
be for the protection of widows and crphans, be 
confiscated, while those who furnished it are 
robbed? Shall these $50,000-a-year Presidents 
of life-insurance corporations and their co-con- 
epirators be permitted to profit both by the 
vovage and by the wreck? This is a question 
which deserves the serious consideration of the 
Legislatures of the several States. It may de- 
mand the attention of the national lawgivers. 
This country cannot afford to have the better 
sentiments of human nature, the ties of family 
affection, and the sacrifices made on the altar of 
domestic love mocked by a set of rascals, and 
made of none effect by their piratical depreda- 
tions. 


The inimitable Tom Conwm could, in his 
day, skip jokes which would convulse a Western 
man into a Boston audience, and not provoke a 
smile.

THE SOUTH. 
THE MATTHEWS-FOSTER AGREEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnincrox, D. C., March 26.—With the 
publication of the exact character of the agree- 
ment made by Stanley Matthews and Charles 
Foster with leading Southern Democrats during 
the filibustering in the Ilouse is revealed the 
fact that in no respect did it fail to accord with 
the proposed Southern policy of Hayes or with 
anything which has been done since his inaugu- 
ration. The paper simply contained an assurance’ 
by Matthews and Foster that President Hayes 
did not intend to uphold State Governments 
by the use of United States troops. This assur- 
ance was positively given afew days later by 
President Hayes in his inaugural address, and 
has been repeated to every one who has con- 
versed with him on the subject. The whole 
Southern policy of the Administration as far as 
it has been developed looks to this end, and the 
appointment of a Commission to go to Louisiana, 
as well as the invitation of the rival Governors 
of South Carolina to come to Washington, is 
directly in line of this policy. While, therefore, 
the Presideat was nota party to this agree- 
ment, and never had any knowledge of it, noth- 
ing has yet occurred, and is likely to occur, to 
prove that it was warrante 1 by what Matthews 
and Foster knew of Hayes’ intentions. 

ABSURD RUMOKS. 

The opponents of the Administratior are cir- 
culating a great number of false reports de- 
signed to convey the impression that there are 
differences of a serious character in the Cabinet 
with respect to Southern and other questions.

To the Western Associated Press. 
Wasnineros, D. C., March 26.—Concerning 
the alleged assurances of the President to 
Southern gentlemen, involving the withdrawal 
of the troops from the Capitals of Louisiana and 
South Carolina, there is authority for saying 
that the President has given no assurance o 
immediate action on that subject.

HAMPTON WILL COME. 

Cotums1a, S. C., March 26.—Gov. Hampton 
received yesterday a letter of the President 
inviting him to Washington. To-day he has 
written the following reply: 

Co_umBia, 8. C., March 26. — K. B. Hayes, Pres- 
ident of the United Sales, Washingfon—Sin: I 
have the honor to acknowledge your communication 
of the 23d inst., addreased to me by your Private 
Secretary. As you express a desire for a personal 
conference with myself, Il accept, through motives 
of proper courtesy to yourself, the invitation you 
have extended, though I cannot hope by doing so 
to throw additional light upon the questions which 
have already been so ably and thoroughly present- 
ed, and the solution of which is so obvious and 
simple. But, understanding from the commani- 
cation I have received, that the object contemplated 
by the proposed conference is solely that I might 
place before you my views of the impediments to 
the peaceful and orderly organization of a single and 
undispated State Government in South Carolina, 
and of the best methods of removing them, I shal! 
avail myself of your invitation, so that I may re- 
iterate in person what I have the honor to submit 
in writing: that in my judgment all impediments 
to the objecta so earnestly desired by yourself and 
80 anxionsly expected by the people of this State 
can at once be removed by the withdrawal of the 
Federal troops from the State-House. This action 
on the vart of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States forces would not only be hailed by 
our people as an evidence that the civil authority 
is no longer to be subordinatea to the military 

wer in our country, but it would establish law, 
nsure domestic tranquillity, revive our wasted in- 
dustries, and give assurance that this State 
is to be restored to her just rights under 
the Constitution. Whatever grievances exist, 
whatever wrongs we suffer, we propose to redress 
them, not by resort to force. but by legal and con- 
stitational agencies. In such redress, I 
see] sure that I represent fully the determination 
of the thoughtful and conservative portion of our 
whole people when I give the assurances that no 
proscription shall be exercised here on account of 
political opinions; that no discrimination shall be 
made in the administration of justice, and that all 
citizens of both parties and beth races shall be 
regarded as fully. protected by, and amenable to, 
the laws. 

Joining most heartily with you in the earnest 
desire you express that you may be able to put an 
end as speedily as possible to all appearance of in- 
tervention of the military authority of the United 
States or political derangements which affect the 
Government and afflict the people of South Caro- 
lina, and fervently trusting that this auspicious re- 
sult may soon be reached, I have the honor to be,

The war on the Protective Life-Insurance Com- 
pany seems to have broken out in a new way yes- 
terday. Shortly after the bill of J. 8. Gooding 
was filed, which showed up its alleged crockedness: 
in eo startling a way, the officers of the Company, 
in an endeavor to ward off the heavy blow, prepared 
a document which purported to be an abstract of 
its answer, with avery free running commentary 
containing a fulsome puff of the Com- 
ban. and carried it to the newspapers 
for publication. None of them, however, would 
have it except the decrepit Inter- Ocean, which 
was seduced by the strong dollar-line argument, 
and took the liberal ‘‘ad.,” padded it ont well by 
„leading“ and ‘‘sub-heads,”’ and inserted it in 
the issue of March 16. In this article Shufeldt & 
Westover, the complainants’ attorneys, were stated 
to de commonly known among the legal profes- 
sion as blackmailers.“ Other less severe charges 
or insinuations of a similar character were made 
against them, and D. 8. Gooding, the complain- 
ant, and others interested with him, also came in 
for a share of left-handed praise. 

George A. Shufeidt, the senior counsel in the 
case, rather failed to see the hamor of this attack, 
and yesterday filed an affidavit in the case, setting 
out that A. W. Edwards, the Secretary of the 
Company, caused to be published in the Inter- 
Ocean what purported to be a synopsis of the Com- 
pany’s answer. Mr. Shufeldt alleges the article 
was not a synopsis of the Ausser, but a series of 
fal malicious, and slanderous statements not 
found in the answer at all; that such publication 
was made by Edwards for the purpose of infiuenc- 
ing public opinion in favor of the defendants and 
to 7 the court — the complainants, 
and that the operation and tendency thercof are to 
scandalize the parties and counsel, and to impede 
and obstruct the administration of justice. 

A copy was served on Edwards, and yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Shufeldt appeared before Judge 
Moore and obtained a rule on Mr. Edwards to show 
cause Wednesday (to-morrow) morning why he 
should not be attached for contempt. The argu- 
ment on the motion for Receiver is also set for the 
same hour, and a lively time may be anticipated. 

A QUARREL OVER THE UNION BLEVATOR. 

In November last, Jesse Hoyt, Hiram Wheeler, 
George H. Wheeler, T. J. Husted, G. L. Bunion, 
A. M. Hoyt, Leonard Hazeltine, J. R. McKay, C. 
W. Wheeler, and Perry H. Smith filed a biliagainst 
the Chicago, Burlington &Quincy Railroad Company, 
George Armour, and A. A. Munger, setting out that 
they were large owners of the Union Elevator, 
which was connected with the Chicago, Buriington 
& Quincy Railroad bya side-track; that Armour 
and Munger aleo owned a part of the elevator. and 
were intending to disconnect it from the railroad 
by tearing up the side-track. Complainants there- 
fore asked for and obtained an injunction to pre-

George H. Wheeler is the man- 
ayer, but he does not run the elevator as the own- 
ers wish. They further deny that any grain has 
been put in the elevater which has been brought by 
the Chicago, Burlinglon & Quincy Road, or that 
the side-tracks to the levator were laid for the 
rpose of carrying grain. On the contrary, the 
ck was laid under the express agreement that it 
should not be used for carrying grain to the eleva- 
tar, but only from it to some road other than the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road. Armour and 


Munger both own stock in the Chicaco, 
Burlington & Quincy Elevator, but they 
deny that they bare any influence over 


or attempt to contro] the railroad company above 
mentioned. The Union Elevator was built to re- 
ceive grain from the Chicago & Alton Railway, and 
it has confined its business thercto except on a 
few occasions, when it has received grain from the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway, and the attempt 
to divert the elevator from its legitimate business 
is a breach of duty by the manager and of the un- 
derstanding and arrangement by which he was ap- 
pointed; inconsistent with the purposes for whieh 
the elevator is owned and maintained, and con- 
trary to the distinct understanding and agreement 


with the proprietors. In conclusion, 
Armour and Munger deny that it 
is for the interest of the proprietors 


and of the elevator to receive in from the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, and they 
think the attempt to embark in a new and specula- 
tive scheme would be injurious to the interests of 
the proprietors, and wouid result in a deterioration 
of the property.

Seldom 
has a Southern man dared to speak, and when- 
ever that did happen the single word Rebel.“ 
thrown at him by the was sufficient to 
frighten the Northern Democrats, and instead 
of coming to the rescue of their Southern 
brother, they frequently doughfacedly com- 
pelled the latter to sit down, amidst the jeers of 
the Radicals.

22; phthisis pul- 
monalis, 20; convulsions, 12; diphtheria, 3; puer- 
peral fever, 5; typhoid fever, 8; old age, 5; bneu- 
monia, 14; smali-pox, 1. There were two prema- 
ture and sixteen still births. There were eighty 
males and seventy-four females, fifty-eight mar- 
ried and ninety-six single. The greatest number 
of deaths occurred in the Seventh Ward, where 
sixteen are reported. The Sixth and Eighth Wards 
are each credited with fifteen, while the First Ward 
has but two and the Ninth three.

A HEA NESS. 


Egan Knocks $11,000 
It Is 


Commissioner Senne Makes a Fine Show- 
ing of tke County's Financial 
Condition. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County Board 
was held yesterday afternoon, all the members be · 
ing present except Mr. Tabor. 

A communication was read from numerous citi- 
zens complaining of the condition and keeping of 
the old city Morgue at the corner of Eighteenth 
and Arnold streets, and asking that George A. 


Elton be placed in charge of the same without ex- 
pense tocity or county. Referred to Committee 


on Hospitals. 

A communication was read from Rhodes & Co., 
offering to donate certain lumber for the fence 
around the Court-House Square on condition that 
they have the use of the fence for advertising pur- 
poses. The proposition was accepted. 

Under the head of bills the usual number were 
read, among oth one from Joseph Hogan for 
plumbing and gas-fitting at the new Hospital, 
amounting to $1,633.74, all of which were re- 
ferred. 

The Committee on Hospitals reported in favor of 
bills amounting to $1,362, which were ordered 
paid, and also in favor of appropriating $900 for 
the benefit of the West Side Free Dispensary, and 
the purchase of a covered wagon to cost $250 for 
the use of the Hospital. Adopted. 

DIETING PRISONERS. 

The Cömmittec on Jail and Jail Accounts report- 
ed adversely on the proposition to reduce the price 
allowed the Sheriff for dicting prisoners in the jail. 
The report was signed by Messrs. Mulloy, Carroll, 
and Conly. 

Mr. Schmidt wanted the report to go over, as he 
understood that the Grand Jury was looking into 
the matter of dieting the prisoners, and would re- 
port to this Board. 

Mr. McCaffrey wanted to know how he knew 
that the Grand Jury was looking into the matter. 

Mr. Schmidt—I saw it in the papers, and have 
also heard of it. 

Mr. McCaffrey—If the Grand Jurors have been 
talking over their business on the outside they are 
not fit to be jurors. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was in favor of the report going 
over, under the circumstances, and forever, as he 
believed it to be a fraud to adoptit. It amounted 
to wing away from $50 to $60 per day of the 
public money. The Sheriff had been entertaining 
a proposition from a gentleman on the North Side 
to diet the prisoners for 15 cents per day, and he 
would have accepted it had it not been that he was 
afraid the popes would get holdof it. Because 
other Sheriffs had been allowed to rob the people, 
it was no reason that Kern should, who was boast- 
ing around the street thatthe price allowed him 
could not be reduced, because he had enough Com- 
missioners fixed to sustain him. 

After some further discussion the report was 
adopted by the following vote:

THE COURT-HOUSE. 

The matter of amending the contract of McNeil 
& Son on the new Court-House was taken up, 
when the County Attorney presented the contract 
as amended, and explained its provisions. He said 
he had interpreted the order of the Board in the 
matter literally, and, as amended, the contract 
provided that the contractors should be paid 

0. 000, less the $25,000 already paid, upon the 
oy we of the architect that $100,000 worth of 
work had been done at the quarries, and that no 
further payment shonld be made to them until the 
work wae in the walls, etc. He continucd to say 
that he had shown the contract as amended to Mc- 
Neil, end that he accused him of having misunder- 
stood the order of the Board, and would not sign 
it, hence he reported it back for further action. 

Mr. Egan said McNeil had told him that he would 
not sign the contract as amended, for it would not 
mect ub wants. The advantage of the new con- 
tract over the old was that it would afford him 
temporary relief only, whereas he wanted it to so 
read that he could draw on quarry estimates from 
time to time as the work progressed. MeNcil 
claimed to have the entire basement stone cut, of 
which he knew?’ nothing, Rountree had figured, 
however, that the basement when cat and set would 
be worth about $80, 000, and McNeil had asked him 
to say that to amend the contract as prepeses 
wouldsimply lift him out of one rut and place him 
in another, and to ’suggest that his need was to 
have the benefit of quarry estimates right along. 

Mr. Rountree, in answer to some questions 
stated that MeNeil's old contract was binding, and 
that his bondsmen had not been released when the 
county advanced him $25,000 some time ago. He 
made mention of this fact to correct an impression 
which had gone forth from the Board meeting a 
few days aao, to the effect that the contract was 
null and void. 

The reading of the contract as amended was then 
called for, but, it being again announced that Me- 
Neil would not sign it, its reading was dispensed 
er and the whole matter was laid over for one 
Week.

Mr. Bradley moved that Egan be allowed $15, 000, 
and Mr. Ayers seconded the motion. 

Mr. Egan came forward by invitation, and in 
answer to certain questions said that he would ac- 
cept $15,000 in full for his claim of all demands 
outside of his contract.

ELON FARNSWORTH. 
Zo the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, March 26.—The death of Chancellor 
Farnsworth, of Detroit, will be learned with re- 
gret by a host of friends in all parts of our 
country. He was an able lawyer, a wise Chance}l- 
lor, an expert financier, a natural diplomatist, and 
a trae-hearted Christian. He came from Vermont 
to Detroit in 1823, when the Territory of Michigan 
was a howling wilderness. He grew with the coun- 
try, and helped to mold it into the great Empire it 
now is. He formed a partnership with Daniel 
Goodwin at an early day, and they were in every 
important case in the Territory until they left the 
Bar,—Farnsworth being appointed Chancellor of 
the State and Goodwin Judge of the Supreme 
Court. After the office of Chancellor was abol- 
ished he was President of asavings bank, Regent 
of the Michigan University, and a Director of the 
Michigan Central Railroad. In every position he 
was a polite, considerate, and affable gentleman of 
the old school. The Chancellor early married a
